Wil He Commute the Sentence to Life 
Imprisonment?—Colonel King Has 
Strong Hopes. 


Memphis, Tenn., August 8.—(Special.)— 
All hope for H. Clay King's escape from 
the gallows is centered at Nashville. The 
prisoner has received assurances of re- 
Hef from various sources and it would 
not be a surprise to a great many people 
in Memphis if the governor did grant a 
respite, or even a commutation of the 
sentence of death. 

Mrs. King is yet at Nashville and is 
leaving no effort unmade that might re- 
gult in action favorable to her husband. 
Already she has presented petitions bear- 
ing thousands of names. She has had 
her friends in all parts of Tennessee and 
neighboring states circulate other petitions 


tor signatures and they have been arriy- 


ing daily at Nashville. She has induced 
influential personages from all over the 
country to add their efforts. 

Senator Harris has for some time been 
éxerting himself in behalf of Colonel 
King. Several days ago he wrote a letter 
to Judge J. J. Dubose asking for a word 
in behalf of the condemned man. Yester- 
day Judge Dubose received a letter from 
Mrs. King to the same effect. Mrs. King 


gays in effect: “I have been told that. 


you are disposed to be compassionate to 
persons in distress. Please speak a word 
in behalf of my unfortunate husband.” 

Judge Dubose was asked what he would 
do about the request. 

“T don’t see that I can do anything 
about it,” he said. “I am sincerely sorry 
for Colonel King’s family, but at one 
time I had it in my power to commute 
his sentence, but declined to do so; and it 
would look strange if I now signed a peti- 
tion to the governor to do that which I 
refused to do myself.” 

Judge Dubose was askefl what he 
thought of the probability of the governor 
taking action in King’s favor. He did 
not care to express an opinion further 
than to state that Governor Buchanan

went on the judge, he volunteered J 
the assurance that he never would reverse 
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a sentence in my court, except he had my 
petiton to that purpose; but he has vio- 
lated that promise in three instances.” 
Mrs. King has addressed the following 
letter to her husband's old’ comrades:

28, 1802.—Cheatham Bivovac. Dear 

* J eome to you in this,. dark 
hou and beg you to come to the 
relief of your old comrade, Colonel H. Clay 
King. He is my husband, and I know him to 
be innocent of the crime for which he is con- 


-victed. He is brave and true to his convic- 


tions of right. Driven to distraction by his 
enemies in their attempt to rob him of his 
hard earnings that at last when they re- 
sorted to the accusation of slandering me, 
the mother of his children it was more than 
he could bear. He became so insane he was 
wild. He met David H. Poston on the street, 
demanded retraction, an encounter ensued 
and Poston fell. He was as conscientious in 
this act as he was when he was with you 
fighting for the liberties of his country; and 
will you let him die and not do your utmost 


to save him? I appeal to you to ask the sub- 


ordinate United Confederate Veterans to ask 
Governor Buchanan to give my husband his 
life, his Hberty. Do this, I entreat you, for 
me, his wife, his lovely, innocent daughters, 
and God will bless you. Yours in sorrow, 
MRS. H. C. KING.

WAR IN HONDURAS. 


Latest News from the Rebellion in Central 
America. 

New Orleans, August 8.—The steamship 
City of Dallas arrived yesterday evening with 
the latest intelligence of the revolution in 
Spanish Honduras. It appears that the gov- 
ernment once more has tue upper hand, and 
that Leiva and hig cabinet will remain in 
control. He has chartereu the steamship 
Spazetta, a New Orleans vessel, and has con- 
verted it into a war ship, loading the ship with 
troops. It departed recently from Puerto Cor- 
tes to attack Ceiba. It is reported tiiat a 
pitched battle was fought at Ceiba between 
resident revolutionists and government troops, 
in which the latter were victorious. The ves- 
sel is said to have contributed materially to 
the result by bombarding the revolutionists 
with some light ordnance, with which it had 
been armed. The bombardment dis! d the 
rebels, and they fled in disorder to the for- 
es

FIGHTS GROW OUT OF THE CONTEST. 


A Serious Affray at Greenville—The Kolb 
4 Men of Pike Are Very Indignant. 
Other Political Nows. 


New York, August 8.—(Special.)—Sena- 
tor James L. Pugh, of Alabama, is in 
town visiting his daughter, Mrs. Cochran, 
at the Colonnade hotel. One of the most 
interesing and important political topics 
to him is the recent election in Alabama. 
He has closely followed the various move 
ments there and is thoroughly familiar 
with the inside facts of the late state 
campaign and the situation generally. 
The situation in Alabama is not under- 
stood here,” he said. “No opinion not 
based on a knowledge of local conditions 
and the relative strength of the demo- 
cratic and republican parties in éach coun- 
ty is worth anything. I think I have this 
knowledge. I will not discuss relative 


merits. The facts are that Jones and 


Kolb claimed to be democrats and were 
voted for as democrats. Both sought the 


nomination for governor from the demo- 


cratic party, and in primary elections in 
each county delegates to a state conven- 
tion were voted for. Kolb claimed 
that the rules prescribed by the state 
committee and especially the basis of rep- 
resentation, were unjust; and when Jones 
obtained a majority of the delegates Kolb 
charged it to the injustice in the primaries 
and made it the ground for not going into 
the convention. 
a separate convention, which nominated 
him, and both candidates contested for 
the governorship as regular democratic 
nominees, the democratic supporters of 
each candidate claiming that their man 
was the regular democrat.. National pol- 
itics were not discussed and had nothing 
to do with producing: the result. Both 
sides invited and worked for republican 
votes, | 
“There are white republicans, more or 
less, in every county, but nearly all the 
white republicans are in the white coun- 
ties of north Alabama. Very few white 
republicans are to be found in the black 


belt, where most of the negro voters are 


found. With hardly an exception, the 
white republicans voted for Kolb in every 
county, and when the negro vote in the 
whole state Is aggregated I have no doubt 
that Kolb received more negro votes than 
Jones. Nearly all the negro votes cast 


for Jones were in eight of ten counties 


running from east to west through the’ 
black belt. As a rule, in All the counties 
where the negroes are in a minority they 
voted for Kolb. With some exceptions 
Kolb’s large majorities in white counties 
were made up largely of white and 
black republicans voting with alliance 
democrats. Eliminate the white and 
black republican vote from the democratic 
vote cast for each candidate and I am sat- 
istied Jones would have 20,000 or 30,000 
majority of the white democratic. vote 
of the state. The bitter feeling engender- 
ed by the contest will be very unfavora- 
ble to @ reconciliation, especially on the 
part of the alliance democrats who’ sup- 
ported Kolb. My prediction is that Kolb 
and his admirers will care but little about 


_the presidential election and if they have 


an electoral ticket it will be independent 
of all parties, the paramount purpose be- 
ing to preserve their organization to elect 


their nominees to congress. So far as |

AND THE STRIKERS ARE  REJOIOING

( the Homestead Rictera—The Situa- 
tion Yesterday.

additional arrests of strikers will be made 
on the charges of riot and murder. Amal- 
gamated leaders say they also intend to 
bring additional charges against members 
of the firm and the Pinkertons. 

Strikers’ Ranks Broken. 

The strikers at Duquesne went to work 
this morning and the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany has’ scored one victory. On Saturday 
Superintendent Morrison posted a notice to 


the effect that all men who had applied for 


their old jobs should report at the mill at 
7 O'clock this morning as the mill would 
resume at that hour. before that 
time, workers, with dinner pails, quietly 
stole up unfrequeuted streets and along the 
railroads and entered the mills unobserved 
by their fellow strikers: As 7 o'clock ap- 
proached the number. of men who had en- 
tered. the mill yard through this means 
reached About sixty men, who were 
leaders in the sympathy strike movement, 
gathered on the road near fhe mill gute and 
watched, in moody silence, the men going 
in to work. 


The Whistle Blew. 


Finally the mill whistle blew for 7 
o'clock. At that a large Prishman exclaim- 
ed in a loud voice: 

Well, men, the jig is 
hustle for our own places. 

This was the signal for a panic and the 
entire crowd ran toward the * A freight 
train was backed in front of the gate, but 
the men scrambled over aud under it in 
their frantie haste to geg inside the mill be- 
fore the whistle stoppe blowing. 

It was a complete stampede. The men 
were organized into the Amalgamated As- 
sociation at no little expense and they went 
out on.a sympathy strike movement about 
two weeks ago. By their surrender they 
are expelled from the Amalgamated As- 
sociation and the Carnegie company 
two nonwnion mills. 

The effect of the break at Duquesne can- 
not but prove harmful to the men at Home- 
stead, although the leaders will not believe 
it. Duquesne steel billet can be sent to 
Yemestead to be rolled into plates by ron- 
union men, so that the firm will be in a far 
better condition to fill its contracts and 
prosecute its fight. here.

In connection Wit 
the workings of the mill, hé said that the 
eighteen and twenty-inch mills did 
start today as was reported. The strikers, 
he said, gained a victory this morning by 
inducing two of the best heaters to leave 
the mill. 

In regard to the number of men who 
were working, he stated that there was 
less than at any time since the strike be- 
gan, und before the plant can be success- 
fully operated, it will be nécessary to make 
many repairs. The acquisition of Rich- 
ard Nichols has greatly encouraged the 
strikers. The steamer, Tide, was busy tak- 
ing non-union men to Homestead today and 
in four trips carried nearly two hundred 
men.

obscurity, raised to supreme command at a 
supreme moment, and ‘entrusted with the 
destiny of a nation. 

The great leaders of his party were made 
to stand aside; the most experienced and ac- 
complished public men of the day, men like 
Seward and Chase and Sumner, statesmen 
famous and trained, were sent to the rear, 
while this unknown and fantastic figure was 
brought by unseen hands to the front and 
given the reins of power. It is entirely im- 
material whether we believe in what he sald or 
did, whether we are for him or against 
him; that, during four years, carrying with 
them such a pressure of responsibility as the 
world has never witnessed before, he filled 
the measure of the vast space allotted him 
in the actions of mankind and in the eyes 
of the world, is to say that he was inspired 
of God, for nowhere else could he have ac- 
quired the enormous equipment  indispen- 
sable to the situation.

On the 3ist of May, 1889, a plat of land 
near Atlanta, beautifully siteated, healthful, 
well shaded and watered, and consisting of 
119 14 acres was purchased at a cost of 
$9,540. In December, 1889, the building was 
commenced and was completed in December, 
1890. The cost of the same, together with 
the laying out of the grounds, waterworks, 
all incidental expenses and ralue of contribu- 
tions in all Kinds was about $33,000, making 
the totak costs of land, buildings, etc., about 
$43,000, all of which is paid. The home con- 
tains sixty rooms and is a beautiful structure. 
It will now accommodate about two hundred 
helpless veterans and the capacity can be very 
easily increased. The land has enhanced 
very much, being now probably worth from 
$400 to $500 per acre, and its proximity to 
Atlanta will, doubtless, largely increase its 
value. 

Object. 


The originators of this home had no other 
purpose than to provide a place for that class 
of confederate veterans wh) were, poor, help- 
less and without family dr friends to care 
for them in their old age; of whom there are 
more or less in every county. It was not in- 
tended to interfere with the pension system 
in any particular, but to supplement it and 
provide for a class not sufficiently, if at all, 
provided for by it. They desfred that no ex- 
confederate should he in the poorhouse, and 
believed that the state owed them a home, 
not as a charity, but as a debt for the service 
they had long ago rendered the state in the 
shedding of their blood and the tremendous 
sacrifices they had made in her defense. They 
thought, too, that it would be a monument to 
the valor and patriotism of her soldiers and an 
inspiration to her young men in the great 
conflicts of the future to come up to the full 
measure of their duty.. It was not proposed 
to burden the state, but to make the amount 
for its maintenance small and really, in the 
end, repay the state in the increased value of 
the land. The old soldiers of Georgia will 
not need it long—they will soon fall asleep on 
her bosom. It is difficult to"conceive how any 
one could have opposed it; but they did, and 
there it stands with its doors closed 
and men who once bore the proud 
name of confederate soldiers, now old. 
worh, weary poor and sick, are waiting for 
its opening. 

The board of trustees, after its refusal by 
the last legislature, resolved to offer it to the 
state once more through the next general 
assembly and if again rejected to sell the 
property and refund the money proportion- 
ately to the subscribers. 

Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Louisiana, Arkansas and 
Texas have already established homes and the 
other southern states are moving in this mat- 
ter. Shall it be forever closed? I have an 
abiding faith that the people of Georgia will 
rn their might and say it shall be opened 
and that the old veterans will, for the little 
while they linger here, hav@ a resting place 
and a home.

GEORGIA POLITICAL NOTES, 


The Macon Telegraph says that Hon. 
Charles L. Bartlett showed up in Macon yester- 
day minus Jones county’s two votes, but in 
good spirits and confident of winning the 
congressional nomination. Mr. Bartlett says 
it is noe absolutely certain that he will not 
show up at Indian Springs with enough votes 
to elect him. In this connection The Tele- 
graph says: 

‘‘Now, that all the counties have acted and 
each candidate has sized up his respective 
strength it is interesting to know just what 
the prospects for a deadlock or a scramble 
in the convention are. ‘It is believed by many 
that both are inevitable, but the general 
opinion is that only one of the three present 
candidates can be considered in connection 
with the race ia any event. There has been 
talk of Blount and Berner in the view of a 
deadlock. The candidates themselves, how- 
ever, deny any such possibility, and many 
take their statements to indicate that they 
have already agreed among themselves. There 
is a sort of impression that some of the dele- 
gutes may find it consistent to vote for some 
other men than those for whom it is generally 
understood they are to. vote. Mr. Bartlett 
makes this admission when he states that he 
has over ten votes certain, and then adds that 
he has over eleven. If Mr. Bartlett has over 
twelve he will loom up in the Indian Springs 
cénvention as a great big surprise, second 
only to his recent victories. The actual count 
of counties pledged.to his support gives him 
only ten yotes, but according to his own state- 
ment he has more, and his friends are looking 
for him to show surprising strength tomorrow 
week. Mr. Whitfleld’s friends look on him as 
the only solution of the trouble in case of a 
deadlock, and say that he is more apt to se- 
cure the nomination in that event than either 
one of the other two candidates. There are 
those who believe that Whitfield would be 
bound to throw his strength to Cabaniss if he 
should find it impossible to go in himself.

All of the 
negroes say that they are out-and-out Black 
men, are going to cast a solid vote for him 
in November; that they realize the fact that

When he was 
growing up around his father’s farm, there 
Were a great many wild cherry trees; the 
woods were full of birds, but the red-headed 
peckerwood predominated, Powder and shot 
were not as plentiful as now, and shotguns 
much higher in price.

A good farmer and an observing man from 
Gwinnett county, told The Constitution that 
this year there had been 50 per cent more 
home-raised meat in his county than any time 
since the war. He says the production has 
been increasing gradually some years, but that 
this year they had a surplus, and sold some.

NEW YORK, August 8.—The influence on 
the unexpectedly large decrease in bank re- 
serve Saturday was felt in the stock market 
this morning, and there was during the fore- 
noon a drooping of quotations.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, August 8—A big, broad old-fashioned bull 
market, with the bears roaring in their unhappy pre- 
dicament, was witnessed today for the first time for 
many months. Wheat at the close, compared with its 
prices at the corresponding time on Saturday, was 
14e higher, corn was 3c up, oats showed 1c advance, 
pork 35c, lard 160 and ribs 126. The day’s advance 
got well under way as soon as the session commenced. 
Corn, oats and provisions vied with each other in the 
bullish activity, and opening prices were immediately 
added to in an excited way. News concerning damage 
to Kansas corn influenced the entire trade. Oats, and 
more especially provisions, sympathized in the news 
affectiug corn, but the advance in all those articles was 
too pronounced to Allo of wheat being unaffected. 
There was, besides, some news of a bullish nature di- 
rectly affecting wheat. 

The corn market opened excited and irregular and 
advanced until it was de higher than its closing price 
Saturday. In the middle of the advance a report from 
Sprinfigeld, Illinois, giving the condition of corn for 
August Ist for this State as 81 compared with 69 for 
January lst, caused s'sliort-lived diversion in favor of 
the bears. September, previous to that, had sold up 
from 62c, around the opening, to 53\4c and tumbled 
back on the improved condition as reported above. 
Later a correct of the Illinois state report, 
making the present condition 73 instead of 81, as at 
first reported, caught a host. of traders short who had 
sold on the first erroneous report. The greatest excite- 
ment of the day followed the correction referred to:

THE KILLING WAS IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


The Negro Chased Sisk Into the Tele- 
graph Office and Sisk Cut Him 
Fatally. 


John Sisk, a young white man, cut John 
White, a negro, to death at Howell's sta- 
tion yesterday afternoon. 

Sisk is about twenty-two years old and 
resides in the city near the exposition 
grounds. He has lived here all his life 
and is well known in the circle of life in 
which he moved in the city. He was known 
as an orderly and peaceable fellow and never 
had any trouble. White, the negro whom 
he killed, was employed as a track hand on 
the Georgia Pacific road and was a desper- 
ate character when aroused. 

The details of the killing as received in 
the city are very meager, but the facts that 
were related point to the killing as having 
been done purely in self-defense. 

Howells is a small station on the East 
Tennessee, the Georgia Pacific and Wes 
tern and Atlantic railroads, between At- 
lanta and the Chattahoochee river. The place 
is quiet enough, very few people living near 
it. Yesterday Sisk went out to the place 
for some purpose and late in the afternoon 
he came down to the depot to wait for a 
train to bring him back to the city. Sev- 
eral negroes were about the place, among 
them being John White, who was employed 
as a track hand. 

In some way Sisk became involved in a 
quarrel with White—the reports of the trag- 
edy ived in the city did not give the ori- 
gin. the difficulty. The quarrel became 
warm and finally White jumped up and 
Sisk was 
anxious to avoid a personal encounter with
